It played "America," and the 
people who had tired of cheering 
joined in -ing'ng the grand old patri- 
otic hymn. MiasonrVa guidon was 
rushed from one end of the arena to 
the other. It was followed by the 
guidon of every other delegation. 
Prince David of Hawaii became as 
excited as his American brethetn. 
He shouted, he cheered, and no doubt 
! cried, so groat was his enthusiasm. 

The demonstration continued for 
five minutes. 

It was revived a moment later 
when with a great burst of feeling, he 
exclaimed : 

"The masses of the American peo- 
ple stand for the blessed idea of liber- 
ty, justice and equality of rights." 

This time the delegates rose to their 
feet in a mass. There was not a lag. 
gard to be seen. All frantically wav- 
ed flags and shouted until their voi- 
ces rebelled.

The spectators apparently became 
as frenzied as the delegates.

RELIGION HAKES THEM STARVE 



Starving Natives of India, With 
Millions of Cattle at Hand, 
Dare Not Eat Beet. 



(Cyrus C. Adams in Ainslee's. ) 
' In large districts of India today 
millions of cattle cjuld not be sold for 
fifty cents a head. The country, yel- 
low and parched, has been turned in- 
to a desert by the failure of the Mon- 
soon rains. There aro grass land* 
and fodder in other parts ot India, 
but the poor animals are too weak to 
be driven to them, even If there were 
cattle buyers to take them away ; so 
they die like flies, succumbing to 
starvation far more quickly than 
their owners. The thought has nev- 
er occurred to the 35,000,000 Indian 
peasantry now suffering from hunger 
that the cattle would have been a 
food resource to tide them over the 
months of crop failure. They have 
plenty of cattle, but beef is unholy- 
food, and a Hindoo had rather die 
i disobey the mandates of his re- 
ligion. 



China and the Powers. 

The United States, hitherto stand- 
ing alone in its policy of placing con- 
fidence in the integrity of the Cbjoese 
Government, now begins to doubt, 
and a suspicion arises that deceit has 
been practiced in the seuding of the 
alleged message from Minister Con- 
ger. Au autogragh message has been 
received from him under date of July 
4, so nearly a duplicate of the cable 
message received through Minister 
Wu that a belief is beginning to gaiu 
currency that It may nave been sup- 
pressed and "dated up" when the do- 
mand came for a message from Con- 
ger. The discovery also that China 
has asked several other powers to me- 
diate causes tho United States to fear 
that duplicity has been practiced. As 
a result military preparations are be- 
ing rushed with energy, and tho an- 
nouncement is made that the Ameri- 
cans iu Pekin shall not be delivered 
by a Chinese convoy, but by an Amer- 
ican rclibf expedition. 

Tho belief is becoming general that 
China has beon temporizing with the 
Powers and is Ukiug advantage of 
the time thus gained to prepare lot- 
war, cvidetices of which begin to ac- 
cumulate. The receipt of Mini-tor 
Conger's authentic message has serv- 
ed only to convince England that the 
massacre reported has taken place. 
Russia is causing the Powers no little 
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lieved to be a scheme to prevent the 
departure of the allied relief expedi- 
tion until the Russian expedition from 
the North reaches Pekln. That Rus- 
sia expects war is shown by the fact 
that its Admiral in Chinese waters 
has been instructed to begin hostili- 
ties as soon as he receives confirma- 
tion of the massacre of the Ministers. 

A mail report has bora received 
from Rcsr Admiral Kemp"," .^aid- 
ing the bombardment and capture of 
the Taku forts. Rear Admiral Kcmtl 
refused to participate bcciuse of his 
Instructions from his govertim6*tit , 
though hss report makes it plain that 
the Chiuese opened the fight. 

Advices from Tien Tsin tell a hor- 

nesu and the utter des, ruction of the 
native city in the attack by the allies. 
Hundreds of dead are still unburied 
and are food for the hogs and dogs. 
The Chincao losses are estimated at 
11,000. The Boxers are reported 
massiug outside of Tien Tsin. The 
temporary government of the city has 
not yet b>en enforced, and the allied 
army romains in control.

MYSTERY OF THE PYRAMIDS. 

Distinguished Egyptologist Furnishes I 
Rather Reasonable Clew. 

For centuriee Egyptologists aj 1 
archaeologists hare been trying 1 1 
find out the eaact significance of t • 
great pyramids of Egypt. Now ; t 
ast the problem seems to be solve i. 
This statement- is especially true . 1 
regard to the pyramid of Uizeh, oth- 
erwise known as the Cheops or CtlU- 
fru pyramid. Hitherto it has bei a 
supposed that this immense ttli - 
hire was designed as the mausoleu o 
5f its royal founder^ but apple e\ 
lepoe iifiovr forthcoming that it w i 
primarily designed to serve as a tem- 
ple In which candidates for initiation 
into the higher mysteries of the Eg\ j» 
tians might perform the requisi e 
rights. 

Many years ago the question was 
asked: If the pyramid of Gizeh is 
merely a royal mausoleum, why dm s 
it contain so many stately halls ai d 
corridors, and why was a secret cham- 
ber constructed under ground since 
he upper chambers would have suf- 
ficed as a vault for the remains of ti e 
great king? On the other hand, if it 
anything else than a burial 
jlace, why is an immense granite sar- 
cophagus the most conspicuous ob- 
ject in it? There is an Arabian trad i- 
tbat the pyramids were built be- 
fore the flood in order that the intel- 
lectual treasures of Egypt might le 
preserved in them, and during re- 
cent years more than one scientist has 
expressed* though somewhat guard- 
edly, the opinion that the secret 
chambers might have been used for 
purpoM.-s of initiation. 

A key to this entire mystery has 
now been found in that wonderful 
work, "The Book ofthe Dead," which 
Richard Lepsius.a distinguished Ger- 
man egyptologist, discovered some 
years ago in the tomb of a priest 
named Auf Aukh, the original papy- 
rus of which is now preserved in Tu- 
rin. Scholars who examined it soon 
after it was discovered said that it was 
an eiporition, more or less fantastic, 
Df the life led by Egyptians after 
death. The god Thoth was believed 
to be the author, and, according to 
Ebers. the book'tells us much about 
the God idea of the Egyptians, as well 
u about their dogmans. li.eir inter- 
pretations, their BsjtBolafSL '-heir 
morals and their faith in immortality. 
A copy of the work, j: is said, was 
plarvd in the grave* of those who 
died, and portions of it were in- 
scribed on many tombs, with the ob- 
ject of pointing out to the dead the 
right road through the other world, 
and of keeping ever in their memory 
the "right word," which alone could 
serve them as a weapon against iht 
hostile demons who would ever strive 
to hinder them from attaining h*p- 
ness. 

A recent and more thorough «x- 
amination of this book, however, 
shows that it is far more than "a 
strange collection of .religious and 
magical texts," or than a mere expo- 
sition ofthe views of Egyptians in re- 
gard to a future life, and that Eepsius 
erred somewhat in entitling It "Tbe 
Book of the Dead " Instead of being 
a book of instruction for thedead.it 
is, we are told, an authoritative text 
book for those who intended to be ini- 
tiated in to the higher mysteries of the 
Egyptians. 

That the pyramid of Gizeh was 
used for the purpose of initiating 
candidates in this maner is very evi- 
dent to those who have studied "The 
Book of the Dead" under the new 
that has-been thrown on it.

in a normal year the country, as 
whole, produces a little more food 

ent on the monsoon? — the southwest 
aoonsoon in the beginningof summer, 
and the northeast monsoon in the win- 
ter. If these periodic rains are late, 
or nre insufficient in quantity,trouble 
comes, and the spring and winter 
crops of wheat, barley and pulses 
the north, and of rico and millets 
»e south, begin to suffer. 
When the monsoons fail absolutely 
I there is destitution in the affected dis- 
: trict, and when apersistent succession 
of failures and partial failures occurs 
there comes a great and terrible fam- 
ine, like that the country is now 
groaning under. Since the first great 
famine "of which there are reci 
devastated the land in 1770, when 
000,000 perished in Bengal alone, In- 
dia has scarcely passed a decade free 
from scarcity of grain in one district 
or another. 

The British government expects a 
drought about twice in every nine 
years, and a great famine like the 
present ab out twice in a cen tury.

Experiments are being made in 
Germany with beech as a material for 
railway sleepers. It has been found 
that without preservative treatment 
tuch sleepers are apt to rot internally 
though they may be apparently sound 
00 the exterior. On the Alsace-Lor- 
raine lines, favorable results have 
been obtained with creosoted beech 
aleepers, which have Ehown an aver- 
age life of 19$ years, while others pre- 
served with zinc chloride have proved 
still m iro satisfactory, their life being 
years.

Mounting Photographic Prints. 

One of tne greatest difficulties in 
mouuiiug photographic prints is t» 
prevent them from curving when dry; 
as this is due to the contraction of the 
print after having been distended by 
the water, a paste must be used con- 
taining as little water as possible. 
The fallowing formula is ree^m-' 
mended: Common gelatine, two 
parts; water, four parts; alcohol, eight 
parts. The alcohol is added slowly 
as soon as the gelatine is wall dis- 
solved in the water, and the vesVl 
turned continually to obtain a homo- 
geneous mixture. The solution, must 
be kept hot during the operation, and 
should be applied quickly, as it soon 
dries; the print must be placed ex- 
actly the first time, as it adheres at 
once. The solution keeps for a leng 
time in well corked bottles; when 
used it is heated on a waterbatb. — 
Scientific American.

Point out the Real Criminals 

The. organa of assaisiuatiou are do 
ving all they can to discredit the 
vestigatiou going 011 at Georgetown 
with referonco to one of the meu 
dieted as MOAMOry before the fac 
the murder of Goebel. Thi* trial li 
cooducted under all the forms of law. 
If the trial Judge nukes a mistake 
bis decision is subject to review by 
the higheat court of the State. It is 
not uncommon for the trial Judge to 
make mistake* that cause a reversal 
of his decision by the Appellate Couct. 
In fact, it baa been a frequent subject 
of complaint that the Court of Ap- 
peals, like the alkali water mentioned 
bv Mark Twain, ia "too d-d tech- 
fciical," and that it ia very hard to con- 
vict a man or murder in a way that 
will meet the approval of the Court of 
Appeals. Without enlarging upon 
thia phase of the aubject, it ia suf- 
ficient to aay that thia trial ia con- 
ducted aubject to an appeal to a court 
tbafia very careful of human life, 
and that the defendant is not in jeop- 
ardy in consequence of any error to 
hi* prejudice in the Circuit Court, 
should any be made. The case ia 
certain to go to the Court of Ap- 
peals if there ia a conviction, so that 
any criticisms of Judge Cantrill's rul- 
ing?, as prejudicing the life of the de- 
fendant, are mare claptrap and hum- 
bug. 

The assaaaination organs insist that 
Caleo Powers is not guilty. They 
are uot willing to concede that Tay- 
lor is guilty. In 'tact, tbev are not 
willing to concede that anybody is 
guilty, at least anybody that has been 
indicted. That Goebel was killed 
thev cannot deny. That there was a 
conspiracy lo kill him ha* been so 
fully established that no reasonable 
man can entertain a doubt about it. 
The files of the organs of assassination 
aflord the amplest evideuce that they 
not only counseled, advised and urgud 
the use ol violence as a patriotic duty, 
but that they Insisted that unless thi? 
wa- done the people of Kentucky 
would be disgraced in the eyes of the 
world— that they would be slaves too 
vile to deserve the rospect of any law- 
— breaker or robber 011 earth. That the 
^onspiiacy was formed, that the cow- 
da who advised it kept out of it to 
extent of seeing that nothing 
could bi; proved against them, is a 
part of the political history of the cur- 
rent year. But a part at least of the 
1 wa. aixomplisUd . Goobol 
wa* killed. The men who had plan- 
ned this and other atrocities said thev 
were sorry. Who believes them ? 
Nibody with a brain that i* capable 
of reasoning. One of the most emi-

Yet Tay- 
lor baa neTBT opened hia mouth to im- 
part any information on the aubject. 
If the men indicted are the wrong 
crowd, why do not Taylor and othera 
who know the facta come forward 
and aay so ? Beyond a doubt, some- 
body killed Goebel. If the men un- 
der indictment are not guilty, then 
who did kill him? Beyond doubt, 
a number of Republican* know. 
Why do tbey not tell? Let them 
point out the real criminals if inno- 
cent meu are prosecuted for the crime.

How guilty was the knowledge of the 
woman cannot be known, but it t- 
certain that she had reasons for be- 
lieving that the president's life was 
in danger. 

The woman whose connection with 
the greatest of modern tragedies has 
only recently been learned was a 
sweetheart of John Surratt. She was 
persuaded to rent a room in an V 
street hotel, in Washington, where 
one of the conspirators hid prior to 
and after the murder. 

Attention has been called to thU 
mysterious woman by a paper read 
recently before the Columbian His- 
torical society by Mrs. Harnett Rid- 
dle Davis, a well-known society lady 
of Washington. She referred to the 
alleged conspirator as Miss Annie 
X. saying it would be cruel to give 
her name at this late day, when to do 
so would be to make her visits to 
Washington a reproach and a sensa- 
tion. 

At the close of the war Mrs. Davis 
was a little girl attending a Roman 
Catholic academy in Washington, 
where Miss X was a teacher. 

"The conduct of afiai X," said Mrs. 
Davi«, "was full of puzzling surprises 
to the children. One morning just 
prior to the assassination of President 
Lincoln she appeared in the school- 
room in a state of great excitement. 
Her clothes were covered with dust, 
as if she had just returned from a 
long, hard ride across country. 
•Kneel'! she cried hysterically to the 
roomful of affrighted children, and 
as they fell on their knees the woman 
broke out into an agonized appeal 
for help and pardon for some un- 
known persons who were planning 
a terrible crime. Ti c effect of it was 
heightened upon the childish imagi- 
nations bj her haggard appearance 
and herevidence of great distress. At 
the conclusion of the prayer she sum- 
marily dismissed the pupils for the 
day."
